BE it enacted by Parliament in the Fortieth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows:

1. This Act may be called the Customs (Amendment) Act, 1989.

2 . In section 123 of the Customs Act, 1962 (hereinafter referred to as 
the principal Act) , in sub - section (2 ) , for the words " , diamonds, manu 
factures of gold or diamonds " , the words " and manufactures thereof" 
shall be substituted .

3 . In section 135 of the principal Act , in sub -section ( 1) , in clause (i) , 
in the proviso , for the words “ one year " , the words " three years " shall 
be substituted .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


It is proposed to amend the Customs Act, 1962 with a view to giving 
some relief to small and medium artisans , generally illiterate , engaged 
in the cutting and polishing of rough diamonds and manufactures of 
diamonds ; and curbing the smuggling of high valued and sensitive items 
like gold , manufactures of gold , watches , eic . At present, under the pro 
visions of section 123 , the burden of proving that the " diamonds" and 
" manufactures of diamonds" are not smuggled is on the person from 
whom such goods are recovered . It has been noticed that no seizures 
of significant nature in relation to these goods have been made in the 
recent years . Further, " diamonds" and " manufactures of diamonds” have 
emerged as a major component of our exports earning substantial foreign 
exchange for the country . Since the provisions of section 123 may cause 
unnecessary harrassment to the small and medium artisans and in ylew 
of the fact that no significant seizures have been made in relation to such 
goods, it is proposed to omit the said items from the purview of section 


123 . 


2 . It is also proposed to amend section 135 of the Customs Act , 1962 
to increase the quantum of minimum punishment from one year to three 
years in relation to smuggling of gold , manufactures of gold , watches, 
etc ., so as to curb the smuggling of these items into India . 


3 . The Bill seeks to achieve the above objects .
